THE Golden Horde of Westside slid downhill in the 1958-59 basketball 
season. The juniors dominated the quintet with four, while the seniors 
placed only one in the top five. The Westsiders swept through the p re-season 
league with a 5-5 record, The Hordesmen dropped their first four, won their 
fifth, only to lose the sixth. To make the record even, they finished the 
Pre-lems with four straight victories. 

The Horde then entered the Southern Vermont League with little hope 
of success, as it was an inexperienced squad and had comparatively no 
height. The SVL opener was played on the home court against the top-notch 
Yellow Jackets. Alter making a good showing, Westside lost to Windsor, 
79-66. The Horde's first away game proved to be a thriller and in a dramatic 
overtime, Westside defeated the Mounties of M.S.J. , 63-60. In the next two 
consecutive games at home, Westside was easily defeated by the tall, fast- 
moving Cosmos of Springfield, 56-46. The Horde's next performance was a 
nip and tuck battle against the Red Raiders with Westside defeating Rutland, 
50-49. Taking to the road the Horde lost to the Terriers of Bellows Falls, 
59-47, and defeated Benhi, 59-56. Returning home, the Brattleboro "Bratts," 
defeated West Rutland, 55-47. To even up their tally, the Red Raiders 
defeated West Rutland, 48-41 at Rutland. In the Horde's second game with 
Bellows Falls, the Terriers trampled the Horde with a 68-52 victory. Meeting 
the Catamounts of Bennington on the home court, Westside defeated Benhi, 
54-49. The winning had ended for Westside, for they dropped the remaining 
four games. At Brattleboro, the Colonels defeated the Horde, 45-37. Plaving 
the final home game of the season, Westside suffered a great defeat by the league 
cellar holders, M.S.J., with a 51-45 loss. Finishing in "grand" style, Westside 
was taken by Springfield, 54-34 and by Windsor, 79-51. 

West Rutland, having won one-third of its games, qualified for the 
playoff between the winner of a Burr & Burton-Vergennes game. Manchester 
was the winner, and played the Golden Horde on the Proctor High School 
court. The game ended with Manchester as the victor over a defeated Westside, 
59-54. Thus ended another basketball season.
